a sudden offensive on the western 
Korean front south of Seoul. 
Tank-infantry teams by night­ 
fall had recaptured three towns— 
Osan, Kumyangjang and Chon.

The attack by an army that had 
been in retreat since late Novem­ 
ber came only a few hours after 
Gen. J. Lawton Collins said Amer­ 
ican forces “ will certainly stay and 
fight” in Korea. 
Collins made his fighting state­ 
ment during a visit to Korea. 
A blazing morning strike by 
fifth air force fighters and bomb­ 
ers paved the way for the attacK. 
The U. S. army chief of staff said 
troop replacements will begin to 
flow into Korea in two or three 
months. He added at a news con­ 
ference during his fourth visit lo 
the Korean theater: 
One new regular army division 
will be organized. National guard 
units will be called into service. 
Some replacements for American 
troops already are going to the 
front. 


Planes Join Battle 
Allied warplanes lashed at Su­ 
won Monday with a blazing one- 
two punch. B-26 light bombers 
roared down on the airport ci v 
20 miles south 
of 
Seoul shortly 
after daybreak, bombing and straf­ 
ing enemy troops and buildings. 
Then the fighter-bombers—F-89 
Shooting Star jets, rocketing and 
machinegunning the fleeing Reds. 
The fifth air force said nearly

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Will United N a tio n s Prove To Be a Flop? 
Laff-A-Day 


Are stilted phrases, kid-glove diplomacy 


and endless line of talk likely to make the 
United Nations organization become a com­ 


plete fizzle? 
With great fanfare the organization of the 
United Nations was touted as a confedera­ 
tion of all the free and democratic nations 
of the world whose total military and eco­ 
nomic strength would render aggression by 
any country impossible. It was to be a real 
and workable league of nations backed by 
strength instead of idealism. 
Soon afterward 
for some rec son 
never 
fully explained to the people, a condition 
was made which soon after permitted any 
decision by a majority, even though many 
more than a mere majority, to become use­ 
less by allowing a veto by any one of a few 
major powers. 
This developed a situation 
whereby Russia practically assumed control 
by constant use af the veto. 
When 
South Korea 
was invaded, 
the 
United States was first to answer the call, 
and to this day has borne the brunt of the 
fighting, with only token 
assistance from 
others. 
After China entered the conflict openly, 
representatives of the Chinese Communists 
were invited to come to New York and dis­ 
cuss terms of settlement. These delegates 
from Red China 
appeared before the 
as­ 
sembly and delivered a vicious attack upon 
the United States, and not a peep was heard 
from any of the nations represented in de­ 
fense of either the United Nations or 
the 
United States. 
An early suspicion that 
the United Na­ 
tions is nothing more than a diplomatic pink 
tea, where highly paid representatives <>! 
the various nations are living on the fat of 
the United States, solving nothing and cai 
ing little, seems close to being confirmed. 
Russia has' been calling the tunes since 
the start of 
the United Nations, 
and the 
United States has been doing most of the 
dancing. 
Some alleged friendly countries who are 
supposed 
to be free and thinking 
along 
democratic lines now find their threatened 
commercial interests more important than 
any ideals of justice. As a result they want 


appeasement and are pulling away from us. 


They still 
insist upon our helping 
them, 
however. 


Red Stooges in U. S. 
One of the nagging worries for America, 


if war comes, remains the leadership of cer­ 
tain important unions. Despite belated ef­ 
forts of the AFL and 
CIO to divest their 
organizations of fellow travelers, there are 
still unions that seem to be controlled 
by 
men who take the Moscow line. 


There is an independent United Electrical 
Workers which has great influence on pro­ 
duction in the electronics field—in indus­ 
tries which 
make the equipment 
upon 
which America relies for warnings against 
hostile aircraft 
and other war 
purposes. 
Harry Bridges, head of the maritime unions, 
is still entrenched out on the west coast and 
in Hawaii. 


The authorities have 
been fiddling with 
Bridges for years but they never get the job 
of fixing his hash quite accomplished. Now 
the Coast Guard is on the job to weed out 
pote ntial dock-worker saboteurs. 


There is a left wing Mine, Mill & Smelter 
Workers, ousted by the CIO, which has 44,- 
00 workers in highly strategic metal indus- I 
tries. Farm equipment and food processing I 
plants also have a sm attering of workers J 
who stink of Communism, and could do 
heavy damage to American supply lines. 


Even the United Public W orkers—govern­ 
m ent workers 
if you please—have 
been 
charged with Communist domination and 
expelled by the CIO. What a mockery it 
would be if the Commies started setting up 
road blocks in Washington. 


In case of trouble America will get these 
Moscow stooges, belatedly. But not, per­ 
haps, before they have done heavy damage.

Army is giving its recruits these 
days. 
The endless lectures, the long 
sessions of close order drill, the 
ceaseless firing at fixed targets, 
have largely been elim inated in 
favor of a streamlined program. 
Now the recruit learns by doing 
in the field the things he has to 
know to save his life and Kill the 
enemy on the battlefield. 
Noting that the American ctvil- 
ian-soldier must learn in 14 weeks 
enough to enable him to m eet the 
onalaught of enemy troops which 
have years of m ilitary background 
and often actual battle experience. 
Gen. Mark Clark, chief of Army 
Field Forces, recently laid down a 
I policy with regard to recruit train­ 
ing. 
“Arm y training in che United 
S tates 
has 
been 
accelerated 
in 
tempo and toughened in chaiacter 
with the view to producing thor­ 
oughly t r a i n e d soldiers in the 
shortest 
possible 
tim e - soldiers 
who know what they are fighting 
for and who have not only the 
know-how but also the wili and de­ 
term ination to fight for it against 
odds,” General Clark said 
“ 
. . Great em phasis has been 
and will continue to be placed on 
preparing him psychologically and 
physically to endure the har iship* 
of the most brutal kind of war 
fare, and to meet and overcom e a 
savage and ruthless enem y who 
violates every recognized rule of 
international law," General Clark 
said.

W HAT ARE SOME of the new 
"gimmicks” in Army training? 
There are a lot of them. For ex 
ample, more training is now be­ 
ing given at night. 
Almost one

the daytime. 


T r o o p movements, patrolling, 
scouting and security exercises are 
now drilled Into the recruits at 
night and in the field.
